The House in No Way 
Apprehensive, 


It Passes the Tucker Bill by 
a Party Vote, Z 


And Rejects All Safeguards for 
the Ballot. 


New Silver Compromise Measure 
Presented. 


The Alfen Resolution as to Money Borrowed 
Agreed to—Senator Dolph’s Query Con- 
cerning Chin-s: Registration— 
Yesterday's Debates, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The fact that voting 
on the Tucker bill to repeal the Federal 
election laws was to come up this 
afternoon drew full ee in the 
| House today. 

The bill, with amendments by Repre- 
sentatives Fitch, Lacey and Burrows, 
was read at 1 p.m. The Burrows 
amendment, seeking to except from re- 
peal those laws providing for a free 
registry of the votes of citizens, irre- 
spective of color or previous condition, 
providing for the punishment of those 
interfering with registration or voting, 
and giving the United States judges 
jurisdiction, was defeated on _ strict 
party lines, by a vote of 100 to 198. The 
vote demonstrated the fact that the 
Demecrats had nine more than: a 
quorum present. 

The vote then recurred on Repre- 
sentative Lacey’s amendment, provid- 
ing for the punishment of crim¢gs 
against the ballot in the election of 
Congressmen and delegates. Mr. La- 
cey demanded the yeas and nays, claim- 
ing that the defeat of his amendment 
would give bribery and ballot-box stuf- 
fing free rein in delegate elections in 
the Territories. The amendment was 
defeated. 

Senator Squire of the State of Wash- 
ington introduced an amendment to 
the silver bill in the Senate, embrac- 
ing about everything demanded on both 
sides_of the question. . 

It provides that the owner of bullion, 
the product of mines or refineries of 
the United States, may deposit it at 
any mint in an amount not less than 
$100 in value, to be made into standard 
dollars of the present weight. There 
is only to be paid to the person de- 
positing the bullion such a number of 
dollars as will equal the commercial 
value of silver bullion on fhe day of 
deposit, the difference between the 
commercial value and the mint value 
to be retained by the government as 
seigniorage. 

Deposits of — for coinage are 
not to exceed $2,000,000 per month, and 
when the number of silver doliars 
coined shall reach the sum of $100,000,- 
000 further coinage shall cease. The 
seigniorage is to be retained in the 
treasury as a reserve fund for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the parity of 
every dollar issued under this act. 
These silver dollars are to be legal ten- 
der in all payments at their full value, 
and no certificates shall be issued to 
represent them. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to issue bonds, the interest 
on which shall not exceed 3 per cent., 
refleemable at the pleasure of the 
United States after five years for the 
purpose of maintaining all money at 
par with gold. The National Banking 
Association shall be entitled to receive 
circulating notes to the par value of 
the bonds on deposit, provided the ag- 
gregate of such notes for which any 
association is liable shall not exceed 
the capital stock paid in. 

The amendment is, in fact, a new 
bill, striking out all of the old bill 
after the enacting clause. It is under- 
stood that Senators Teller, Allison, 
Sherman and others say it is the best 
compromise yet suggested. 

Senators of all shades of opinion now 
agree that the night session is an ex- 
periment necessary to bring the Sen- 
ate to an agreement on the financial 
question. Opinions differ much as to 
the probable length of a continuous 
session, and as to what result it will 
lead. The silver men are _ counting 
upon its continuing for forty-eight 
hours, and are making plans accord- 
ingly. 

They wil make an effort at 6 o’clock 
tomorrow afterneon to secure adjourn- 
ment, but do not expect to succeed. 
After the adjournment motion is voted 
down, someone of the silver advocates 
will take the floor, and speak until re- 
lieved by some other Senator of like 
views. The leaders on the silver side 
say that as far as they can control 
their forces, they ‘will insist that the 
majority shall maintain a quorum. It 
is evident the repeal men will have 
to’ continuously be present in quite 
large numbers to prevent adjournment. 

The jority of the Senators acmit 
that a cOmpromise is the most probable 
result of the night session experiment. 

The silver men claim at least eight 
Senators in the affirmative list who 
are desirous of securing a compromise, 
and that if some measure can be de- 
vised on which they and these nine can 
agree, the vote will be revised. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(Ry the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—After Sen- 
ator’ Squire’s amendment to the silver 
bill *had been presented; the resolution 
heretofore offered by- Senator Allen of 


Nebraska, calling for information as to

Senator Dolph of Oregon, calling for 
information as to whether China has

was laid before the Senate. Senator 
Dolph started. to speak in favor of its 
adoption, but Senator Sherman sug- 
gested that the matter be discussed in 
executive session, and the Senate went 
into executive session. ‘ 

-When the doors opened Senator Hill 
ef New York presented a petition by 
15,000 merchants of New York, asking 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
law. The repeal bill was then taken 
up. 

Senator McPherson of New York 
spoke in favor of the bill, and compli- 
yffiented the President on his prompt 
action in calling Congress together. He 
counseled the Senate to take his ad- 
vice. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri resumed 
his argument in opposition, and said 
that any internatfonal agreement with 
the governments of Europe was impos- 
sible. 

After he had been speaking nearly 
two hours only cight Senators were 
present. On the roll call, however, a 
quorum responded, and he continued. 

He read extensively from the reports 
of the International Monetary Confer- 
ence of 1867, to show the part taken by 
Senator Sherman, who, he said, had 
never been given proper credit for his 
efficient work in aid of the establish- 
ment of a single gold standard. To 
that conference the United States sent 
Sariuel Ruggles as its representative, 
but Senator Sherman was in Paris at 
the time, unauthorized, and he was iIn- 
troduced to the conference as chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 
United States Senate. That was the 
only opportunity the United States ever 
had to secure an international bimetallic 
agreement, but it was rejected, and 
Senator Sherman was more responsible 
for its rejection than any other man. 

The House bill repealing the Federal 
election laws, which passed the House 
today, was laid before the Senate, and 
Senator Pugh, chairman of the Judici- 
ary Committee, who was in the chair at 
the time, was about to refer it to that 
committe when Senator Hoar suggested 
that the bill go to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. Pending de- 
termination as to its reference, the bill 
was laid on the table. After a short 
executive session, the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—Routine’ business occupied 
the morning hour. Geh. Black of Illi- 
nois offered and had passed a joint 
resolution authorizing the erection in 
Statuary Hall of a group represtnting 
Columbus and Isabella. 

Representative Outhwaite, from the 
Committee on Rules, presented a spe- 
cial order for consideration from day 
{o day of the McCreary bill, to amend 
the Geary Exclusion Act.. He gave no- 
tice he would call up the rule tomorrow 
morning. 

Representative McRae called up the 
bill which passed both Houses in the 
last Congress for relief of settlers on 
timber and stone lands under the act 
of 1878, and it~pussed 

The Senate bill to extend the time 
for the payment of homesteaders in cer- 
tain lands under the act of 1891, was 
taken up, and, after some explanation 
by Messrs. Flynn of Oklahoma and 
Simpson of Kansas, it passed. 

Representative McRae’s Will regu- 
lating the sale of timber on forest res- 
ervations, and providing for the pro- 
tection on such’ reservations, was 
called up and considered in committee 
of the whole. The reservations in- 
clude over 17,500,000 acres, among 
others the following: Alaska,Afognak 
forest and fish culture reservation; Ar'i- 
zona, Grand Canyon forest reserve, 
1,851,520 acres; California, San Gabriel 
timber land reserve, 555,520 acres; 
Sierra Forest res¢@rve, 73%.790 acres; 
Tra Buca Canyon forest reserve, 44,920 


acres; Oregon, Bull Run timber land 
reserve, 142,080 acres; Cascade Range 
forest reserve, 4,482,900 es; Ashland 
forest reserve, 18,560 acres; Ashland 
ton, Pacific forest resefve, 967,680 
acres, 


Mr. McRae explained that the pur- 
pose of the bill was to*protect the far- 
ests, secure a water-flow and give the 
department authority to sell, for legiti- 
mate purposes, such timber as can be 
spared. The bill aroused the opposi- 
tion of the Western members, and 1 
o'clock arrived “without action. 

The order bringing the Tucker bill to 
a vote, and its pending amendments, 
were read. The Lacey amendment was 
lost—90 to 196. ‘Representative Fitch 
withdrew his amendment, and a vote 
was taken on the final passage of the 
bill, which resulted--yeas, 200; nays, 
10li—a strict party vote. When the 
Speaker announced the vote, the Demo- 
crats broke into cheers, and, at 2::5 
o'clock, the House adjourned,

IRISH REVOLT. 


Gladstone Deserted -by 
His Allies. 


They Claim He Has Thrown 
Ireland Over, 


And Had Only Sided’ With Her 
from Necessity. 


All English Méasures are to Be 
Combatted. 


Count de Lesseps Rallies from His Iliness— 
A Rio de Janeiro Fort Surrenders— 
The Austrian Ministry 
and Free Suffrage.

DUBLIN, Oct. 10.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) It was evident from 
the speech of John Redmond, leader 
of the. Parnellite party, at their meet- 
ing here last night and from the reso- 
lutions of the meeting that the Par- 
nellites have definitely broken with 
Gladstone, claiming that he has aban- 
doned the Irish interests, and will here- 
after fight ali English measures in 
the House of Commons. 

The speech has caused a sensation 
here, and in political circles throughout 
Great Britajn. Redmond said the 
frish cause is at present menaced by a 
deadly peril, which was the inevitable 
result of the Nationalists’ surrender to 
the English. Parnell’s prediction has 
been fully justified. There was no use 
deceiving the Irish people into the be- 
lief that the British people who had 
taken up home rule, acted from any 
other motive than necessity, and only 
when they realizcd that British inter- 
ests were imperiled. 

The Liberals had hung up home rule 
for the entire year, until 1894, at least, 
and intended to proceed to the consider- 
ation of English reforms without hav- lx 
ing settled with Ireland. Thus a large 
part of Parnell’s life work was undone, 
and home rule would Cuappenr for a 
generation. 

Furthermore, what could Gladstone 
offer; 
the next one would be a further com- 
promise. Redmond criticised the course 
of Dillon and O’Brien, whose names 
were greeted with groans end hisses. 
He added that, at the coming session, 
he and his followers would decline to 
folliw the government to a division of 
English questions. This statement was 
greeted by prolonged cheering. 

The Parnellites then passed resolu- 
tions that the refusal of the govern- 
ment to consider at the autumn session 
a& measure to reinstate evicted Irish 
political prisoners, and Gladstone's fail- 
ure at Edinburgh recently to define his 
intentions in regard to the Irish ques- 
tion, indicated the policy which he in- 
tended to fellow with regard to home 
rule. All this necessitated immediate 
action upon the part of the Irish party, 
and the reorganization of that party 
throughout the country should be one 
of the first steps taken.

Austria Boasts She Will Have Gold When 
We are Bankrupt. 

VIENNA, Oct. 10.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Minister Steinbach, 
referring to the financial situation to- 
day in the Reichsrath, said that the 
Austrian securities which were flow- 
ing back corsisted chiefly of silver 
rentes. Foreign countries were now 
frightened at the very name of silver, 
therefore Austria adhered to the view 
existing in connection with that metal. 

The Finance Minister predicted that 
in the course of a few vears, Austria 
would possess the whole amount of

Austria, he 
added. was free from difficulties, ana 
currency must not be restricted or in- 
flated. America, he said, showed to 
what inflation led. 


A FORT SURRENDERS. 


The Brazilian Insurgents Make an Acquisition 
in the Harbor. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 10.—(By 

Cable and Associated Press.) Fort 

Villegagnon, situated on an island in 


Rio Bay, surrendered to the insurgents 
today, on account of the lack of sup- 


plies. The guns are of the old style 
and are not capable of doing much 
damage.

Unemployed Miners 3 Meking Their Way to 
Alabama. 

HOUSTON (Tex.,) Oct. 10. —(By the 
Associated Press.) Southern Pacific 
officials are considerably cxcited over 
the news received from points aiong 
the line concerning the capture of «ne 
of their freight trains at Del Rio by a 
band of sixty-five armed men, who 
claim to be miners from California and 
New Mexico. The men say they were 
driven to desperation by the delay of 
the Senate in settling the silver ques- 
tion so that business may be resumed, 
and they propose going to Alabama to 
take the places of striking miners. 

They are running the train on their 
own schedule, and dispatchers are puz- 
zled to avoid collision with regular 
trains. 

They stop at different towns and levy 
tribute of provisions, but so far have 
committed no other depredations., 
They are well-armed, and officers dare 
not attack them unless they can mus- 
ter a large posse.

Clara Warner is a precocious girl of 
fifteen years, in whom the instinct of 
the thief seems strongly implanted, 
notwithstanding the apparent lady-like 
air which she assumes. For one so 
young in years and crime, Miss War- 
ner is acknowledged by the police as 
being an adept in the light-fingered 
art. It was several weeks ago that the 
attention of the officers was first called 
to the girl. She had been working for 
a lady out in the western part of the 
city for some time previous, and had 
performed her tasks in a satisfactory 
manner. One day her mistress found 
that a number of small articles were 
missing, from the house, and set to 
work to discover the guilty party. 
Suspicion fell upon the young domestic, 
but when accused of the theft, the girl 
held up her hands in holy horror, and 
disclaimed all knowledge of the crime. 
The police, however, were satisfied that 
she was the person wanted, and upon 
searching her rooms, the missing things 
were all found carefully stowed away 
in a trunk. The officers allowed the 
girl to go, with a reprimand at that 
time, owing to her extreme youth, 
thinking that she would profit by the 
experience, but their confidence was 
misplaced. 
Soon after this episode, Clara Warner 
went out to Pasadena, and after she 
returned to the city, a friend, with 
whom she had been stopping, reported 
the loss of a watch. Clara again de- 
nied that she had taken anything that 
did not belong to her, and expressed 
the utmost sorrow at her ‘“dear’’ 
friend’s misfortune. The police once 
more did some skirmishing, and yester- 
day found the watch in a pawnshop, 
where the Warner girl had deposited 
it, receiving a loan of $15. Clara was 
promptly arrested, and she finally con- 
fessed having pawned the watch, but 
stated that she had done so at the in- 
stance of the owner of the timepiece. 
It was learned afterward that the 
girl has a lover with whom she has 
been staying at intervals. She ex- 
pressed no alarm when locked up last 
night after being brought in ‘by De- 
tective Goodman, and giggled in real 
school-girl style when the tron door 
shut her in from the outside world. 
Efforts have been made to keep the 
girl in the Ransom Home, but she has 
resisted all restraint, and seems deter- 
mined to lead a loose life. She will 
now be sent to the Reform School if 
her commitment can be secured.

“WOMAN'S WORK. 


The Parliament Begins 
Its Sessions. 


The Reports of the Secretary 
and Treasurer. 


The History and Growth of This 
Organization. 


A Number Interesting and instructive 
Papers Read — Animated Discus- 
sions—The Nominating 
Committee. 


Southern California has reason to be 
proud of her women. The world may 
show obdurate phases sometimes, and 
wrong may seem to get uppermost; but 
with a body of active women like 
those in session at the Woman’s Par- 
liament yesterday, there is no shadow 
of ,excuse for losing heart for a single 
moment as to the grand and glorious 
outcome of the human race. For these 
are not the women alone who talk; 
they are the women who act. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Parliament opened at 10 a.m., with 
Mrs. Elmira T. Stephens, president, oc- 
cupying the chair. Th itorium of 
the First Methodist Extscopi Church 
was very well filled. ; 

Mrs. J. W. Campbell led in prayer, 
after which the audience joined in 
Singing, followed by a roll-call of the 
members of last year. A large number 
responded. Minutes of the meeting 
held February 15 in the Universalist 


Church at Pasadena were read and ap- 
proved, 


Mrs. Lucy §S. Blanchard, treasurer, 
made a financial report, giving the to- 
tal receipts for the year as $104.75; to- 
tal expenditures, $53.10; balance on 
hand, $51.65; unpaid bills, $16.50. This 
report was approved, and order for 
payment of unpaid bills authorized. 

The,secretary’s report, covering also 
the report of the Executive Committee, 
was made by the secretary of the 
Parliament, Mrs. Mary S. Gibson. It 
was an excellent report, clearly stated, 
and very encouraging. It outlined the 
history and growth of the organization, 
stating its object to be the bringing to- 
gether of the progressive women of the 
busi- 
ness and charitable circles, that they 
might grow in good impulses from per- 
Sonal contact. In it’ women of every 
shade of religious belief may meet and 
mingle together in the best of spirit, 
and all idiosyncrasies of the person are 
lost sight of in the greatness of the 
cause, 

This report was followed by a dis- 
cussion upon the original constitution 
and by-laws. Only, six districts are 
recognized in the constitution, viz: the 
counties of San Diego, San Bernar- 
dino, Orange, Los Angeles, Ventura 
and Santa Barbcra. The new county 
of Riverside is now entitled to repres~n- 
tation. The trend of discussion was 
to decide upon legal means of making 
such changes as seem practicable to 
further the best interests of the asso- 
ciation. The matter was finally re- 
ferred, by motion, ts a committee 
named by the chair to consider revision 
of the constitution and by-laws, and to 
report upon the same at the next an- 
nual meeting. The question of chang- 
ing the time of holding mee‘ings of the 
parliament is also under consideration. 
Several motions relating to this phase 
of the discussion were introduced, and 
at one time thecidea of calling in the 
services, or at ‘least the opinion, of 
a lawyer of the sterner sex, was se- 
riously broached. This, however, was 
strenously opposed, and the _ knotty 
problems were at length tided over | 
safely. 
A Nominating Committee, consisting 
of Mrs. Laura Fay of Los Angeles, 
Mrs. Mary A. Ashley of Santa Bar- 
bara, Mrs. Georgia A. Matfield of San 
Diego, Dr. Burcham of San Bernardino 
and Mrs. Lizzie H. Mills of Orange, 
was appointed by the chair. This com- 
mittee is to be assisted by an Advisory 
Committee, consisting of Mrs. Theo- 
dosie B. Shepherd of Ventura, and Mrs. 
E. J. Davis of ‘Riverside. 
Just here an exciting episode oc- 
curred, which stirred the dignity of the 
convention somewhat. The startling 
announcement was made, “There's a 
man at the door. Can he come in?’ 
A suppressed murmur ran around the 
room, but while the weighty matter 
was being weighed in the balance, and 
just tipping the scales in the affirma- 
tive, the mag adroitly made his es- 
cape. 
A recess was then taken for lucheon, 
which was served in the Sunday-school- 
room by the Ladies’ Aid Society of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
luncheon consisted of tea, coffee, 
bread and butter, cold meats, pickles, 
fruit, cake, etc. The proceeds are to 
be donated to the poor. Luncheon on 
the same plan will be served today. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At 2 p.m. the session was opened by 
singing and by prayer by Rev. Florence 
Pierce of Pomona. 

The report on credentials was then 
presented, and will be published when 
completed. 

The first paper of the afternon, upon 
“The Santa Barbara Cottage Hospital,’ 
was read by the hospital’s prsident, 
Mrs. Mary A, Ashley. Mrs. Ashley is, 
perhaps, the most elderly woman par- 
ticipating prominently in the parlia- 
ment, and her benevolent face, framed 
in by white curls, rendered her a win- 
ning presence ag shé oc€upied the pul- 
pit platform. Her paper was rich in 
excellent detail of the orizin, progress 
and present state of the Cottage Hos- 
pital, which has been so perseveringly 
carried forward to its now assured suc* 
cess. One of her most telling points 
was the statement that in a single day, 
in order to réplenish an exhausted 
treasury and carry on this noble work, 
the sum of $15,000 was raised for the 
enterprise, solehy, by women. The build- 
ing has already’ tost $24,742.91, and is 
out of debt. 

The next paper was presented by 
Mrs. E. J. Davis of Riverside, upon 
the subject of “The Mariam Emerson 
School of Health for Women.’”’ Mrs. 
Davis is president of the WC.T.U. of 
Riverside; a young woman of force of 
character and pleasing speech. She 
handled her subject ably, and pre- 
sented. numerous conclusive icasons 
why women, and especially young 
women, should be educated in such a 
school and in such lines. 

A brief and spirited discussion fol- 
lowed, the burden of which seemed to 
be that there is no subject which can 
engross the attention of the women of 
the parliament which is more deserv- 
ing of deep. thought than the subject 
of health. The enterprise of such a 
school was warmly commended. The 
concluding address was upon ‘‘Neces- 
gary Reform in Public Schools,’ by 
Mrs. Georgia A. Matfield of San Diego. 
Mrs. Matfield is @ member of the San 
‘Diego Board of Baducation, and of the 
examining board; and her apearance 
was the signal for a welcome. She has 
an individual charfm of manner, cf tone, 
of thought, that would win her a way 
anywhere. Her words were alive with 
ni:gnetism, and every point in this 
spirited paper was admirably taken. 
An almost continuous murmur of ap- 
plause marked the sympathy of her 
hearers throughout the entire address. 

She stated decisively that the first 
logical step in permanently raising the 


standard of the publie schools must 
be the eradication of the. causes of 


their inferiority; and to begin at: tite |. 


root of the evil which permeates the 
whole system of our schools, we must 
consider boards of education. If the 
plan of organization of these bodies 
is wise, sound administration is com- 
paratively easy. If it is unwise, the 
floodgates of wrong-doing are wide 
open, and good, healthful, life-giving 
school work is impossible. The ques- 
tion of few or many members on the 
school board must be considered. One 
of the most notable educators who at- 
tended the National Council of Edu- 
cation, recommends “small boards of 
education, with long terms of service, 
subject to no party in politics or re- 
ligion.”’ 

-There is a distinct movement in this 
country toward the elevation of the 
standard of admission to the profes- 
sion of teaching; and perhaps no more 
flagrant evils exist in our public 
school system than in the manner in 
which teachers are selected. What 
wonder that character gets gnarled, 
twisted and distorted when, in the lan- 
guage of a popular educator, “‘every 
Tom, Dick and Harry determine who 
shall enter the doors of our school 
houses and work with immortal 
souls?’’ Boards of education accept 
without question, certificates and di- 
plomas as evidence of ability to do 
the work, and in many cases get the 
poorest results from teachers whose 
papers show highest scholarship. 

Another much-needed reform is 
shortening And enriching the grammar- 
school course. 

The high school is the culmination 
of the common school system. If a 
curriculum is laid down and all who 
would enter are compelled to take it, 
regardless of taste, time or physical 
ability, mamy will be ‘kept out of 
school, driven out, or, if allowed to re- 
main in, caried as a dead weight. 

The most difficult problem in pub- 
lic school administration is how to 
educate children in great masses, and 


at the same time afford adequate op-: 


portunity for individual development. 
To work toward this end, promotions 
should be more frequent, and the guid- 
ing principle should be the greatest 
good of the pupil. 

The kindergarten system was warmly 
indorsed. This shoull be incorporated 
in the school system, and maintained 
at public expense. It may be truly 
said that “appreciation of child na- 
ture has helped to broaden humanity 
and make political freedom possible.’’ 
The end of education is to fit man for 
completeness of life, to train all his 
faculties, to call all his endowments 
into play, tomake him symmetrical and 
whole in body and soul; and all meth- 
ods which tend to develop a robust 
body, a clean soul, a healthy brain and 
a noble character, must command the 
approval of every parent in the land. 

Discussion upon this paper was 
opened by Mrs. Margaret Hughes of 
the Los Angeles Board of Education. 
She heartily indorsed every word just 
spoken, and believed the good educa- 
tion to be the education which fits the 
man or woman for a.life of usefulness. 

The discussion was continued by 
Mmes. Craig, Conger, Saxton, Rowley, 
Burkes, Nettleton, Var’!, Austin, EI- 
derkin, Gibson, Blackmark Davis, Miss 
Harriman and Dr. Reed and a number 
of others. It was maintained with 
great spirit, and the thoughts were the 
brightest and best of earnest women. 

The question box was then opened 
by Dr. Reed, and a large number of 
questions read and answered. wiht 

EVENING SESSION. 

The auditorium and _ gallery was 
packed at 8 o’clock, when, after .a. solo 
sung beautifully by Miss Katherine 
Kimball, accompanied by Mrs. Ogilvie, 
Mrs. Kate Tupper Galpirf“of Los An- 
geles delivered the address-of the even- 
ing upon “Woman as a Factor in 
Economics.”’ 

The discussion was opened by Mrs. 
E. A. Lawrence of Los Angeles, fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Broadbeck of this city 
and by Mrs. Flora Haines Loughead of 
Santa Barbara. 

A large number of men responded to 
the invitation to be present, and evi- 
dently enjoyed the bright words of 
these bright women.

The Irrigation Congress. 

The Irrigation Congress opened yes- 
terday auspiciously, with delegates in 
attendance from all parts of the coun- 
try, and some from abroad. Los An- 
geles has seldom had the pleasure of 
welcoming so exceptionally intelligent 
a body of men. Great hopes are justly 
entertained of the benefits which will 
accrue to the irrigated regions from the 
deliberations of these gentlemen. There 
are many important problems to be 
solved in relation to irrigation, such 
as the proper amount of water to use 
under various conditions, how often to 
irrigate, and the relative qualities of 
products grown with or without irri- 
gation. These are pracical questions, 
regarding which there is a great dif- 
ference of opinion among practical men. 
Besides this, there are questions of 


‘Ownership of water, of irrigation laws 


and of irrigation securities. Col. Hin- 
ton, who is devoting much of his at- 


. tention to the matter of irrigation secur- 


ities, says that, while there is no reg- 
ular market for such securities at this 
moment, there is a great interest in 
the bonds on the part of investors, and 
several large loans have recently heen 
made. The sale of irrigation bonds has 
been retarded by uncertainty in regard 
to the constitutionality of the Wright 
System. There is a case pending be- 
fore the Supreme Court, involving this 
question. Should the court decide fa- 
vorably, there will be no trouble about 
placing bonds of all well-organized dis- 
tricts in this State. Should the decision 
be adverse, the next thing to do will 
be for the California Legislature +o 
correct the points upon which the Su- 
pretne Court may decide adversely. 

Besides these questions, there is the 
great one of the irrigation of the arid 
lands belonging to the government, 
which is one of the most important 
questions before the people of the 
United States today. 

Judge Emery made a most interest- 
ing opening address, and vividly por- 
trayed the great importance of the sub- 
ject with which the congress deals. 

We are pleased to know that Col. 
Hinton, who was formerly chief of the 


Department of Irrigation for the gov- 


ernment is opposed to any such thing 
as the unqualified cession of the public 
lands. It is to be hoped that he will 
succeed in impressing his views upon. 
the congress. It may safely be said 
that there is no more important ques- 


tion before the country today than that. 


of the irrigation of these arid lands, so 
that homes may be provided for the 
hundreds of thousands of land-hungry 


‘people, and employment given to those 


who so badly need it. As The Times 
has frequently stated of late, it is 
difficult to imagine any more benef- 
icent. and at the same time profitable 
work which the government could un- 
dertake than the irrigation of these 
lands, and their sale to the people at a 
moderate advance upon cost of bring- 
ing water on them. 

This question, which promises to be 
the most important one before the con- 
vention, cropped out early in the fight. 
Mr. Rogers of San Bernardino intro- 
duced resolutions in the California del- 
egation; which were unanimously 
adopted, protesting against the cession 
of the arid lands to the States and 
Territories. A year ago, when the Salt 
Lake congress passed resolutions fa- 
voring such cession, The Times called 
attention to the danger of such a 
course. Since then the eyes of the 
people have been opened. They have 
seen the rush to Oklahoma and the 
Cherokee Strip. They realize that all 
that remains of Uncle Sam's patri- 
mony is in the arid region. They 
remember the prédictions of Macaulay 
and Carlyle, that the trouble of this 
country would begin when our public 
lands are exhausted. 

This is a question which concerns 
the very existence of our country as a 
land of prosperity and happy independ- 
ent homes. It .is a question which con- 
cerns the welfare of a generation yet 
unborn. It isthe question whether the 
millions of acres of lands now arid 
which represent the residue of the 
American people’s birthright shall be 


made habitable for the use ofAmerican 
citizens and their children, or shall be 
given, through the States and Terito- 
ries, to speculators, and thus placed 
beyond the reach of the poor man. 

The Irrigation Congress cannot leg- 
islate on this matter, but its voice will 
be heard and will have much. weight. 
It may strike the keynote upon which 
future legislation shall hinge. What 
will its decision be? If one may judge 
from the appearance of the men who 
compose this gathering, they will de- 
clare for a broad and liberal policy—for 
the reclamation of the arid lands by 
the general government, for the 
people. 


C. R. Rockwood of New York will 
read a paper in the Irrigation Congress 
entitled, ‘‘Some Mistakes in the Devel- 
opment of Irrigation Enterprises.”’ Mr. 
Rockwood is the engineer of the Colo- 
rado River irrigation enterprise, which 
is one of the most remarkable frriga- 
tion projects ever undertaken in this or 
any other country. Some doubt was at 
first expressed as to the bona fide char- 
acter of this enterprise, owing to mis- 
leading reports in regard to the inten- 
tions of the company, which were 
printed in some of the papers. It ap- 
pears, however, that the company 
means business, and has money to 
Start its project. Over $25,000 was ex- 
pended last season in surveys, and we 
understand that. Mr. Rockwood, who 
appears to be a very conservative m@an, 
will soon start again for the desert to 
recommence the work. The irrigation 
of the: Colorado desert would indeed ef- 
fect a marvelous change in that most 
arid and desolate region. 


Representative Boutellc talked out 
straight to the Southern brigadiers on 
Monday. He showed that the commit- 
tees, both in the Senate and the House, 
were dominated by the ex-Confederates, 
and remarked upon the fact that not 
a Union soldier sits at the Cabinet ta- 
ble. Referring to the Federal election 
law, Mr. Boutelle made the following 
remark, which has the right ring, and 
was greeted with applause from the 
Republican side of the House: “I de- 
clare here now, on my own responsi- 
bility as a Representative, that no more 
mischievous doctrine, no more deadly. 
blow at our institutions, at the e’sence 
of our nationality, at our country, can 
be dealt than the denial of the right of 
this imperial government to cross the 
borders of a sovereign State.”’

The International Con. 
gress Opens. 


Every Section of the Country 
Represented. 


Address of Welcome by Gov. 
Markham. 


Speeches by Mayor Rowan and 
Others. 


Chairman—An Able Address by 
Col John P. Irish of San 
Francisco. 


Owing, ddubtless in great measure 10 
its magnificent climate, Los Angeles 
has become a favorite place for the 
holding of conventions and other as- 
semblages. No more -interesting gath- 
cring has ever convened in the City 
of the Queen of the Angels than the In- 
ternational Irrigation Congress, which 
met yesterday in the Grand Opera- 
house. It is unique in being the first 
congress of the kind ever held in the 
world. It is true that local congresses 
to consider the question of irrigation 
in various sections of the West have 
been held from time to time during* the 
past few years, but this is the first 
gathering of such character that has 
drawn delegates, not only from all 
parts of the United States, but from 
many foreign countries. 

The present congress was called to 
meet in Los Angeles by the National 
Committee of the Transmississippi 
Congress Association, whose headquar- 
ters are at Salt Lake City. Los Angeles 
had been decided upon at a meeting 
of the Executive Committee, which met 
at Salt Lake City in September. 

The. committee which been 
charged with making preparations for 
the coming congress has worked very 
hard, especially the Publication Com- 
mittee, which has done a vast amount 
of good work. A regular bureau of 
puklicity was established, and informa- 
tion regarding the congress sent broad- 
cast over the world, in consequence 
of which an unprecedented amount of 
interest has been aroused in the gath- 
ering. Even in foreign countries the 
papers have devoted considerable at- 
tention to the subject. 

One of the first .steps which was 
taken at the meeting of the last 
congress in Ogden was to pass a 
resolution, __requesting the Presi- 
dent of the United States to is- 
sue an invitation to foreign govern- 
ments of countries where irrigation is 
practiced, asking them to send dele- 
gates to ‘he International Congress. In 
accordance with this request, the Sec- 
retary of State addressed a circular 
to the diplomatic officers of the United 
States abroad, calling attention to the 
importance of irrigation, and requesi- 
ing the various governments to send 
delegates. The secretary also announces 
that the Department of the Interior 
would be represented at the congress 
by an officer specially detailed by the 
secretary of that department, for the 
purpose of giving such information as 
may be desired concerning the results 
obtained by surveys which have been 
carried on for several years under th2 
auspices of the general government. 
This request has been quite generally 


| complied with, and delegates are here 


from France, Austria, Mexico and other 
countries, including Russia, which pfo- 
poses to undertake the irrigation of the 
great province of Astrakhan, at a cost 
of $50,000,000. 

The congress will remain in session 
five days, during which time papers 
will be read and discussions carried on 
upon the following subjects: Irrigation 
engineering, State laws on irrigation, 
national legislation on irrigation, Irri- 
gation securities and finance, the rela- 
tion of irrigation to agriculture and 
horticulture, irrigation machinery and 
appliances. Besides these, it is ex- 
pected that the subjects for discussion 
at the congreés will take a wide range, 
such ag the danger of over-irrigation, 


and scientific training, the correct type 
of domestic architecture for the warmer 
regions where irrigation is practiced, 
and a number of other interesting prob- 
lems connected with the subject of irri- 
gation. One of the most important of 
these will doubtless be the policy which 
the government should pursue in re 
gard to the irrigated lands which it 
owns.

OPENING SESSION. 


Addresses of Welcome--Election of Temporary 
Officers - Committees Appointed. 
The delegates gradually filed into 


and at 10:30 o’clock the convention was 
called to order by W. E. Smythe, editor 
of the Irrigation Age. He said: 

“In the absence of the distinguished 
chairman of the National Executive 
Committee, it devolves upon me to call 
this congress to order. This assembly 
is destined to have a place in the his- 
tory of human progress. We meet not 
mérely to extend our country’s front- 
iers, but to widen the boundaries of 
civilization. The seed which we shall 
plant in the arid soil of the desert will 
bear the flower of industrial inde- 
pendence for millions of the freest 
men who ever trod the earth. (Ap- 
plause.) It is given to this generation 
of Americans to build nobly and greati, 
for their country and their race. Irri- 
gation is not merely a Western nor is 
it a national problem. These flags of 
Russia and of France, (Applause) of 
Ecuador and of Mexico, and the pres- 
ence in this convention of their distin- 
guished representatives, reminds us 
that irrigation is as ‘ancient as the 
human race and as wide as the world. 
(Applause.) I congratulate you, gen- 
tlemen, upon the successful assembling 
of this representative body of men, and 
I am sure you will enter upon your 
labors in the spirit of those who hol 
the good of humanity above eve 
private consideration. (Applause.) 

THE CALL READ. 

Hon. J. W. Gregory of Kansas, mem- 
ber of the National Executive Commit- 
tee, was then introduced. He read the 
call for this convention, as prepared 
by the National Committee. 

In introducing the Governor, Mr. 
Smythe said that the greatest agricul- 
‘ture of ancient times was about the 
shores of the Mediterranean. Of mod- 
ern times. California was one of the 
greatest agricultural regions. 

GOV. MARKHAM’'S ADDRESS. 

Gov. Markham was then introduced. 
He said in part: 

“It affords me great pleasure to be 
with you on this important occasion.

I am happy to 
say to the delegates of other States, 
that we extend to you a cordial wel- 
come.

William H. Hall was permitted to be- 
come one of the committee as a repre- 
sentative of the American Society of 
Irrigation Engineers. 

Mr. Pickering of Kansas said he 
thought California should have a 
greater representation on the commit- 
tee, and therefore moved to allow that 
delegation four members. : 

Judge Empry of the same State 
moved to amend so as to give Califor- 
nia ten members. 

One of the California men said that 
ten was too many. The delegation 
could accept four only. ' 

It was finally decided to give Califor- 
nia four members on the committee. 
The Californians were given till this 
morning in which to select the men 
and were authorized to appoint them 
without further confirmation by the 


congress.

The retiring temporary chairman, 
Mr. Millay. introduced the  newly- 
elected permanent chairman with ap- 
propriate remarks, and after hearty 


applause, Chairman Emery spoke as 


follows: 
GOV. EMERY’S SPEECH. 

“Gentlemen of the Congress: I am 
very sensible to the compliment you 
have paid me, and not to me alone, 
but also to the ‘Sunflower State,’ that 
I love so well. (Applause.) : 

“T think it is Mr. Brice, the commen- 
tator upon American institutions, who 
has said: ‘What Europe is to Asia, 
what England in to the rest of Eu- 
rope, what the United States are to 
England, that, and all that, the West- 
ern States and Territories are to the 
Atlantic States.’ 

“This eminent authority has further 
said that the heat, and the bustle, and 
the stir of life, all increase as one 
goes toward the setting of the sun; so 
we, who are now standing on the shores 
of the Pacific, are Row about the very 
center of this great pulse of life. 


““f should do injustice to myself if 


_I did not, upon the very threshold of 
my remarks, say something about this 
beautiful city—a city whose name is 
oftener spoken: in my State than the 
name of any other city in the State 
of California. Strange as it may seem 
to you, the. name of Los Angeles is a 
name most familiar to the people of 
Kansas. 

“And why should it not be? I walked 
over your streets today, and I beheld a 
library building—I am a man of books 


in a small way—a library building that | 


holds the largest library, considering 
the population of your city, to be 
found in the whole of the Union. 
(Applause.) Young as you are, you 
are a city of students, of men of fig- 
ures, of literary men, and I can pay 
you no higher compliment than to men- 
‘tion this. (Applause.) 

“I want to say that I am glad that 
fou have invited us to come out here. 
Some of us belong to the generation of 
men who founded the ‘Sunflower State;’ 
some of us went through that baptism 
of fire and blood that overtook that 
State a long time ago. But we, have 
thought much of you. You crossed 
over that strip of country that I and 
others represent here today, in coming 
to found this great State forty years 
ago. 

“You are the men who have avoided 
the great waste—who crossed over that 
semi-arid region that we have come 
here to press upon your attention: you 
crossed over that belt, and you have 
come out here and founded this and 
other large cities, and built up solid 
States, and left what? You have left 
the sub-humid region, a tract of coun- 
try extending. from the 97th merid- 
ian to the _ foothills of the moun- 
tains, and running from the Dakotas 
south 1300 miles, to the warm waters 
of the gulf. You have left that country 
practically open, practically unsettled, 
after all this long time. — 

- “We shall ask you, before we get 
through with this convention, to give 
us your help to solve the problem of 
what we shall do in its behalf. You 
Californians understand the question of 
irrigation. I want to press upon your 
minds, on the threshold of this meet- 
ing, that you must not forget that 


word to the American people. 


‘father of waters,’ intelligent men, 
will ask you what irrigation means. 
These questions imply on their part an 
almost utter ignorance of what the 
matter is that is now to be submitted 
to your deliberations. 
is no new thing for me to say) that 
irrigation is as old as the human race. 
It is no new thing for me to say here 
tonight that civilization was born, or 
at least had its first development 
upon arid lands. It is no new thing to 
say that agriculture had its birth, its 
development upon arid lands. It is no 
new thing to say that the dense popu- 
lation which inhabits the world was 
fostered and developed and grew under 
the inspiration of—allow me to use the 
words—watering the soll by artificial 
means. I allude to this; because in 
my own State, the question is often 
asked, ‘Where are you going to get. 
your water to irrigate the great West 
with? Why, there is not water 
enough to irrigate that country!’ 

“I try to answer these questions the 
best I can; but on taking up The 
Irrigation Market, a young paper re- 
cently started, but very vigorous, 
though only in its fourth number—an 
by the way, I probably tell sothine 
new when I say it is edited by our 
friend, Col. Hinton. He says: 

“*There is today more water run- 
ning to waste west of the 100th: meri- 
dian than was ever in use for agricul- 
ture by irrigation within that Persian 
Empire whose soldiers once over- 
whelmed the civilization of the Medi- 
terranean. More too, than supplied 
and supported Babylon and Assyria-in 
their palmiest days. There is water 

in sight” sufficient to supply from the 
surface flow alone, for the irrigation 
of 75,000,000 acres. There is water 
enough in the streams and other nat- 
ural sources of our arid empire to 
make fertile with proper storage facili- 
ties not less than 150,000,000 acres, all 
nearly or quite as fertile as the Val- 
ley of the Euphrates. These acres will 
easily, under irrigation, produce ac.’ 
cording to locality, climate and crops, 
from four to ten times as much per 
acre as the same product-producing 
areas will in, the humid and older por- 
tions of our land. This is not alone 
s e summarized’ testim 

“Gentlemen of the congress 
a correct statement, then cee 
question has hope indeed: and it has 
hope indeed, and promises of an early 
development, even in the sub-humid 
belt, the great plains region, that these 
great trunk lines of railway bear us 
over in bringing us here to the West. I 
mention this, because the chief objec- 
tion is the question, “Where are you 
going to get wet water?’ 

“I traveled yesterday and the da - 
ore 1000 miles across arid and ie 
arfd countries. I don® pretend to be a 
prophet, but I can dream, and I have 
dreamt, and I have faith that my 
dream will prove a reality, that the boy 
is now born, and running up and down 
your streets, that will see this region 
from here to the 97th meridian blue and 
blossoming like the rose. (Applause.) 

“T want to quote Mr. Vilas here. Mr. 
Vilas, you know, was Secretary of the 
Interior during Mr. Cleveland’s first 
term. Mr. Vilas is upon record as ex- 
pressing the opinion that the subject of 
irrigation, as it would be developed, 
would take hold of the headwaters of 
these rivers that pour into the Missouri, 
and from the Missouri into the Gulf, 
and turn some of these headwaters and 
have them used in irrigating this great 


And Mr. Powell of the United States’ 
Geological Survey—who, I am _ very 
happy to know,.is going to speak to- 
morrow—is upon record as saying that 
every acre reclaimed by irrigation from 
the sources of the Missouri River will 
save another acre at its mouth in the 
trdpics. (Applause.) 

“I mention this, gentlemen, because 
you have got a big battle to fight. You 
are entering upon the discussion of an 
enterprise here today that is not going 
through the Washington Yovernment 
without a contest. The Eastern States 
are a part of the Union. They are a 
part of us. I love them. I respect 
them. But the idea of spending mosey 
upon the West, upon those arid plains 
between here and Albuquerque, and be- 
yond, is something that is not apt to 
strii-e the thrifty .Yankee as a good 
thing to do. (Laughter.) He is apt to 
— that that is too much like throw- 

him that there is money in it, and he 
becomes as vociferous in the applause 
of what is done as you Californians are 
in applauding what you have accom-' 
plished in this beautiful city. (Ap- 
plause and laughter.) 

“When I rode last night from San 
Bernardino down here, through a beau- 
tiful garden of orange groves and or- 
chards, I felt as the Queen of Sheba 
must have felt when told of the glories 
of Solomon; I felt that the half of Call- 
fornia had never been told to me. (Ap. 
plause.) 

‘“‘No, my friends; what you have done 
here is a proof for us who go back to 
the “Sunflower St&te,’’ to Nebraska, to 
Texas, and other States, to fight the 
fight that we have to make there, in 
order to make the people believe that 
the Almighty does send rain enough 
from the heavens—if you will take care 
of it—to raise a crop all over the coun» 
try from here to the Missouri River. 
(Applause.) 

“Then, there,is another matter that 
impresses me whenever I speak on the 
subject of irrigation. Whenever I look 
at the young men of 18 and 20 years 
old, I wonder where the future homes 
of these young men will be. I bear In 
mind that the public domain is all 
gone. Fifty thousand hungry Ameril- 
cans, the other day, on the south line of 
my State, rushed over the line In an 
hour and settled a State, so hungry 
were they to become the possessors of 
homes, of lands, and of farms. 

“Gentlemen, we want to bear in mind 
that the most.serious question now be- 
fore the America ople is this irriga- 
tion question as relates itself to the 
providing of homes for the young men 
who are today crowded together and 
congested in your cities. (Applause.) 

“Why, I was surprised when I read 
the other day that one-third of our 
population today is in the cities of this 
country, containing eight thousand or 
more inhabitants. The young men 
must go somewhere, and they have 
gone into the cities; and we are already 
standing where the historian, Macau- 
Jay, said in 1857, we would atand. 
Macaulay, you know, wrote a letter 
to H. S. Randall in 1857, in which he 
said—I quote from memory: ‘Your 
safety lies in the large amount of lands 
you have to demand—your artisans, 
your laboring-men, now better con- 
tented than ours. But the time will 
soon come when, like us, you will 
have your overcrowded Manchesters 
and your overcrowded Birminghams, 
filled with men without work; then,’ 
he says, ‘the true test of your inasti- 
tutions will come.’ (Applause.) And 
that old philosopher, Carlisle, said the 
same thing a little earlier when he ex- 
pressed the opinion that our safety 
lay in the fact that we had so few 
people and so much land, 

“T read an article in the Review of 
Reviews, by our friend Mr, Smythe, 
who is here. and whom I wish to 
thank, and another article In the Arena 
only this month, upon this very ques- 
tion—the question of homes for the fu- 
ture—the question of what this irriga- 
tion movement is to do, and the asser- 
tion that it is to revolutionize farming 
methods in a large portion of the West.

The Santa Ynez Libel Case—Smith Captured. 


Woman's Parliament. 

The case of the People vs. W. E.

Those who heard the evidence think 
that a jury will acquit without leaving 
the box, but as the prosecution estab- 
lished a prima facie case the justice 
had no alternative but to find there 
was probable cause for believing Mr.

Santa 
Ynez residents, who claim to have pos- 
session of the inside facts, say it is a 
scheme to get Mr. Miscall out of the 
control of the Argus, and put a member 
of the clique in his place. Mr. Currier, 
the man who swore to the complaint, 
recently went through insolvency, and 
formerly kept Hoke Station. Some one 
has enough interest in the case to hire 
a special counsel to prosecute. 

SMITH SLIPPED UP. 

The sly and stealthy burglar-fireman, 
Frank Smith, who left here with the 
officers hot on his track, after an early 
morning burglary in Mr. Macfarlane’s 
house in August, has been captured in 
Zan Jose. He will not be brought 
back, for the Sheriff there telegraphed 
to Officer Kelton that Smith was under 
a charge of assault with intent to kill, 
and was also charged with three burg- 
laries, the proceeds of which were 
found on his person.

THE RED SCALE. 


Alexander Craw Says It is 
Out. 

Alexander Craw, quarantine officer 
of the State Board of Horticulture, 
yesterday made an inspection of sev- 
eral orange-groves in the southern por- 
tion of this city, where the red scale 
is reported to be decreasing, and to a 
representative of The Times said that 
the article in this paper of the 3d inst., 
Was a correct statement of the facts. 
When he read the article he was in- 
clined to believe that it was only the 
natural demise of the scales after hav- 
ing left 35 per cent. of a younger gen- 
eration to take their places. But an 
examination of the infected leaves, 
branches and fruit, soon satisfied him 
that something more than old age was 
responsible for the great mortality, for 
small and half-zgrown specimens were 
numbered among the dead. Specimens 
were noticed where the disease was 
in the incipient stages. This was in- 
dicated by a chocolate blotch or dis- 
coloration of the insect. Sometimes 
this would appear on the abdominal 
segments, and on others the body of 
the scale would have from one to four 
shrunken brown spots. When in an ad- 
vanced stage of the disease, some of 
the specimens showed, under the mic- 
roscope, unmistakable signs of a fungus 
growth. Whether this is an after-growth 
or the primary cause of the great 
death-rate, cannot be determined un- 
less by cultural experiments with the 
fungus in new groves. In some speci- 
mens the ventral scale is covered with 
this dark fungus, and in others the 
body of the scale is attacked, and the 
fungus forces the shell up where the 
wind or the shaking of the branches 
removes it, leaving a white spot that 
indicates where the scale has been. 

At no time since his first acquain- 
tance with this scale, in 1877, has he 
noticed this condition, and he sin- 
cerely hopes that the dreaded red scale 
has @met its Waterloo. The orchards 
visited were George Dalton’s and Mr. 
McDonald’s, on Washington street, and 
L. N. Kercheval’s on Lemon street. At 
the latter place the disease was more 
apparent, and this would lead to hope 
that it is one of the fungus that Prof. 
Koebele sent over here from the Fiji 
Islands or Australia that he found 
preying on scale insects on his last mis- 
sion to those countries. 

Mr. Craw would not advise the tak- 
ing of infected branches to other locali- 
tfes, les§ it is known beyond a doubt 
that the orchard is infected with the 
red scale (aspidiotus aurantii,) and not 
the yellow scale (aspidiotus citrinus.) 
The latter scale is very often con- 
founded with the “red,’’ so great care 
must be exercised in this matter.

AT THE RACETRACK. 

Between twelve and fifteen hundred 
lovers of the speed ring assembled at 
the racetrack in the afternoon to wit- 
ness the speed programme.

On the stretch the heat was be- 
tween Gen. Wiles and Challenger 
Chief. Just before the wire was 
reached Gen. Wiles was passed by 
Challenger Chief, who won the heat 
n 2:21, Gen. Wiles coming in second,

In the second heat, Gen. Wiles and 


Challenger Chief went to the quarter 
neck and neck in 0:34%, and to the half 
in 1:08%. Challenger Chief passed the 
three-quarter post in 1:43, and turned 
into the stretch with Gossiper two 
lengths behind. When within two 
hundred yards of the wire, Durfee sent 
Gossiper ahead with a rush, and 
Snatched the heat away from Chal- 
lenger Chief just as he was going up 
nto the air in 2:17. Conn was third, 
Dick Richmond fourth, Wiles fifth. 
Wilkes Moor was distanced. 

Third heat: This heat was between 
Gossiper and Challenger Chief, who 
made a very pretty race to the half, go- 
ing neck and neck almost all the dis- 
tance. The first quarter was reached 
in 0:34%, and the half in 1:07, with the 
other horses trailing. Gossiper pulled 
away from Challenger Chief on the 
third quarter, and passed the three- 
quarter post in 1:41%. On the home- 
Stretch, Shann brought Challenger 
Chief with a rush, but Durfee was 
driving to win the heat, and Gossiper 
went under the wire in 2:15%, bréaking 
his previous record of 2:17% for the 
second time, in this race.

WANT HIM OUSTED. 


‘Removed. 


Downey Orchardists Complain of the Work 
of the Horticultural Commissioner— 
They Charge Him With Neg- 
lecting His Duty. 


the Board of Supervisors asking that 
John Scott, horticultural commissioner 
for this county, be removed from of- 
fice, and that some other person be 
appointed in his stead. The petition, it 
appears, is as follows: 

“The undersigned, your petitioners, 
residents of Downey and © vicinity, 
would respectfully urge upon your hon- 
orable body, the urgent necessity for 
the removal of the incumbent of the 
office of horticultural commissioner, 
and the appointment thereto of some 
person in whom both the orchardists 
of. the county and State board have 
confidence. Through the neglect of 
Horticultural Officer Scott, the purple 
scale has gained a hold in this dis- 
trict. and has been allowed to spread 
all the way from Clearwater to Whit- 
tier, and is steadily increasing, and 
little or no effort has been made to 
stop its progress. This, if continued, 
will not only ruin the trees and fruit, 
but will prevent people from investi- 

ting and improving in this locality. 

Ve have been given to understand 
ihat, predacious parasites can be ob- 
tained only through the State Board of 
Horticulture, by whom they were colo- 
nized, owing to a lack of confidence in 
Mr. Scott. From this want of harmony 
between the State board and our com- 
missioner, the fruit interests of our 
county, and particularly of this lo- 
cality, are suffering. No doubt the 
State board had good cause for its at- 
tion. In view of this lack of confi- 
dence, and the great expense to the 
county annually, it having cost about 
$12,000 to sustain the commissioner’s of- 
fice in 1892. and for which outlay there 
was no appreciable benefit, we ask that 
a change be made in the incumbency 
of the office, whereby the fruit-growers 
of the county can receive a benefit 
both from the investigations of the 
State board. and’ as a return for the 
taxes they are compelled to pay. We 
assert no claim.%:nd have no desire to 
dictate to your honorable board the 
person whom you shall select to fill the 
office of horticultural commissioner. 
We only ask that he be a man in 
whom fruit-growers may have confi- 
dence, and one with whom the State 
board will work harmoniously.”’ 

The petition was signed by twenty- 
five persons.
